The lint of prizsa of the Manila 
lottery will apply to this lottery, so that 
nobody.can doubt its fairness, Every prize 
is pald one-sixtloth the vatue of a Manils 
lottory, so the first prize is $300 instead of

An official visit 
was paid and the Viceroy reccived Con- 
aul General Denuy very cordially and 
during bis stay was guite friendly 
with him. ‘The official visit lasted nearly 
two hours, during which tho advantages 
of the developmert of the natural wealth 
of the country accordning to weatern 
ideas was discussed, alco mining, Rail- 
roads &c, The Viceroy: was very much 
interested. He enquired ubout General 
Grant and asked if he had returned 
from Mexioo, and if he was likely to be 
returned as candidate for the Presidency, 
Tho Vice-Roy returned the visit, coming 
down to tho vessel in his lauach, with 
all the pomp and ceremonica of the Chi- 
neee, the place was thronyed with soldiers 
who accompanied him, when he came on 
board a salute of 19 guns was fired, and 
also when he left the vessel.

EXHIBITION OF WAR MEDALS. 


An exhibition of medals collected by 
Lieut-Colonel Eaton, of the Gronadior 
Guards, has been opened at 168, New 
Bond street, for the benefit of the Guards’ 
Todustrial Home, Great interest was 
rhown in this large and varied collection 
by those who were invited to a private 
view, the Prince of Wales, Lord Strath- 


nairo, Lord Mark Ker, General Sir Ri- ; 


chard Wilbraham, and General Sir Patrick 
Grant being among the visitor. Begun 
many years ago with the object of pre- 
venting the loss and disappearance 
through the death of the owners of 
honourable decorations granted for good 
services, the collection has grown until 
now, in the dozen or more cases on the 
walls of this exhibition, there are about 
1,000 medals, badges, and other decora- 
tions, which would serve to illustrate very 
fully a history of the war medals of this 
country from 1630 to the present time, 
The memories of events of national in- 
portance are here associated more dis- 
tinctly than in most nomismatic mu- 
seums with'a personal element of interest, 
for almost every medal in the collection 


THE INTERNATIONAL STATUS 
OF MAIL STEAM ERS, z 
(Shanghai Courdz.), 

Tho international siataauf mail packet 
boats has lately excited some discussion 
in England. Not. only dors tho subject 
involve difficult points oft law, of more 
or Joss general interest, but,.aa is pointed 
out, the determination of the status of 
such vessela may pousibly affeot a large 
portion of the travelling pablio ia a very 
direct way. Questions of personal free- 
dom and individual conduct may arise 
ont of it. The controversy appeara to 
have originated in consrqienco of a re- 
cent decision by the Courtiof Apptalin 
the now famous casa of the Parlement 
Belge. Tho question had already caused 
a deal of Jitigationin Chinu The Hong. 
kong Supreme Court bas twieo had to 
determine the status of the French mail 
ateatsers ; and probably to more im- 
portant judgments, #6 low in an inter 
national sense, were ever dblivered there 
than those upon this pariicular point. 
A few years ago a fatal collision occurred 
between the French mail steamer Ava 
and a vessel named ‘the Rena, As the 
French mail agent would not, contrary 
to the custom of tho Company, give the 
required guarantes, in application was 
mado to the Registrar for m warrant to 
arrest the Ava, which wus then about to 
leavo for Europe Tihs application waa 
granted, and tho steamer was arrested, 
though not without di ficulty anda throat 
of resistance, Subsequently the matter 
was referred home, and ve: believe an 
apology was offered to Freace which, of 
courgo, was an acknowledgment of error 
on tho part of the Govemment, The 
same question was «gain raised in the 
colony in the early part of the present 
year, The Opium Farmer, suspecting 
that a quantity of the drug was on 
board the Messageries Maritimes steamer 
Anadyr, then in harbour, and alleging 
that such importation wa an infringe- 
ment of his contract rights, applied for a 
search warrant, The Poidte Magistrate 
having refused it, on fe ground of 
having no jurisdiction over the steamer, 
application was next made for a writ of 
mandamus, Both jwigescf the Suprome 
Court held that jnrisdichion existed, 
and accordingly gramled tie application. 
Thereupon the Govarnor, who, it was 
believed, had in the menntime com- 
municated with the JIome: Government, 
suspended the exccution ofthe warrant ; 
and the matter is, wo umleratand, now 
andor the copsideralion of the Orown 
law officers in England, 


The status of meil sttmers raison 
important questions of intucnational and 
constitutional law, ex-ternitoriality, the

segsion, Another worthy of note is the 
Calloden gold medal bearing the head of 
the Dake of Cumberland, the specimen 
in this collection having belonged to 
Brigadier-General Fleming, who com- 
manded the 36th Regiment in that battle, 
The war medals issued from 1793 to 
1814 are put together in case I, In case 
2. are-Waterloo-medals—one-from eve: 

British regiment, and one from each re- 
giment in the German Legion present. 
Cage 3 contains the East India Company’s 
medals given from 1784 to.1857. The 
next case, containing medals granted for 
services in lndia during the mutiny and 
since, also holds some commomorating 
the deeds of our troops in South Africa, 
Chine, New Zesland, Abyssinia, and on 
the West Coast of Africa in the Ashantos 
cawpaigo, The Crimean medals are 
placed in case 5; and those of a more 
immediately personal. character, ea for 
long service, good conduct, distinguished 
servicé in the field, the Victoria - Cross, 
é&o,, in cage 6,'. Those in ose 7-are of a 
similar -kind—regimental.- medala: and 
decorations‘ bestowed in earlier days for 
cohsplonous daring or exceptional service 
by. the officers ‘of ‘regiments. > Navy ‘war.

Tho judgmont of the 
Court below was therefore reversed “on 
the ground that the immunity from pro- 
cesa was incident to her public character 
and ownership” The Appellate Court, 
however, lef; undecided the important 
constitational question as to the powor . 
of the Crown to grant by treaty to foreign 
vessels the immunities of public ships _ 
without the consent of Purliament. It 
will ‘be seon that the two cases—of the 
Parlement Belge and the Anadyr—aro 
not precisely snalogous ; the Belyian vessel 
being a national one, the property of the 
King, whereas the French steamer be 
longs to a private trading company, 
“Public character and ownership” ap« 
pear to form the ground of the decision 
of tho Court of Appeal ; and that ground 
does not exist, or at least in a modilied 
sense only, in the case of the French mail 
boats, Nevertheless, the fact remains 
that tho former decision has been reversed, 
We beliove that a final appeal lies to the 
House of Lords; and, in view of the im- 
portant quoations involved, it. may be 
hoped that the case will be carried thore, 
Tt would also be desirable that the final 
judgment should cover all the questions 
raised,
